In the middle 
of 1952* this factory was taken over by military authorities a Although the sign 
of the Clock factory has not been taken down* the production within its Walls has 
been completely Changed * Most of the former machinery was taken away ahd replaced 
by high precision equipment. The old buildings were retained and across the 
street from these buildings a large lot (where some new buildings had been 
Constructed in the early part of 1953) was allocated to the factory. ROth areas 
are lit at night by searchlights and heavily guarded 2k hours a day. Approximately 
500 workers are employed in the plant* It is said that they are employed in the 
production of parts for time-bombs. All workers under employment here must sign 
a special declaration stating that they will not disclose any production secrets 
under fear of the severest penalties® As production Was only started in the 
spring of 1953 * not many rumours -of activities behind the walls of the factory 
have reached the general public® The factory is located on the southern outskirts of 
f^Wiebodzide and is adjacent to a former brick factory on its nOrfihCfb side.
